James Moore Davis was born in Loudoun County, Virginia 
on January 1, 1756. The first record which we find is 
that of his lease of 50 acres of land fron Thomas Owsley 
in the Parish of Cameron of County of Tondem paral 
property lay on the south bank of the Potomac etwe 
Washington and Harper's Ferry, located about two mi 
east of Oatland, which is about seven miles southwe 
from Leesburg, the county seat.
